“I said over and over again during 
practice thst when Harvard quickened their 
stroke above 32 there was no pruportionste 
increase in the pace of the boat, and no one 
knew this better than Filley himaelf, for 
the atroke ia the first man to feel the 
heavy tax of a» quicker: atroke which 
is not making the boat move lively, In 
apite of that, ho pat the tax on himoeolf 
to the attermost fraction of his strength, 
He felt that ho was not gaining on Cam- 
bridge at the stroke at which his crow 
alwaya went beat ; there was only one thing 
far it, then—to spurt all tho way home 
frem the London side of Barnes Bridge to 
the winning post, on the off-shance of 
improving his position, And ho did that.

Parties from a very weighty responsibility. 
Porhapa it may, lo somo exten, even 
incecase their cares, The Empire is re- 
presented at Tokyo by Sir Claude Mac- 
Donald, in whom the fullest confidence is 
felt; the presence of Baron Komura 
amongst us will be welcomed with a trun, 
no less deep. As the negotiator of the 
terme of peace with Russia, heis recognised 
aa having displayed an equabloness of mind 
and a calm resolve to do his duty which 
won unstinted admiration over here. 

Tho British nation feels itaclf honoured 
in that the Emperor of Japan baa seen fit 
to send a subject tu represont him who is 
‘ao instinct with the qualities which appeal 
to the British temperament. That the not 
unnatural discontent felt in Japan with the 
terma of poace—wisely as we beliéve that 
peace to have been concluded—ehould 
have made it desirable for Baron Komura 
to serve his country ubroad rathor than at 
home for a while by no means diminishex, 
but rather enbanoea the pleasure with 
which he will be received over here. We 
aro glad to think that ho will, in due 
course, return to his count h laurels, 
not better earned, but moro ¥o the tnate of 
his countrymen than those ho won through 
tho Portsmouth treaty. Baron Komura, 
in one way, has no easy task to fulfil in 
this country. He has to jive upto the 
golden opinions won ‘by his predecessors, 
Mr Kato and Viscount Hayeahi. 

Both these accomplished gentlemen gain- 
ed without etint cay of society snd 
the respect of the people at large. Viscount 
Hayashi, in particular, during the crisia of 
hie country's fate, secured the deepest 
pdiiration from the eympathetic people 
among whom his lot wascast. It is fervently 
to be hoped that the poriod of Baron 
Komura’a stay among us will bo less 
troublous. But we are confident that he 
will not fall-behind his {llustrious pre- 
deceasor in. the good will which his brilliant 
gifts will win from tho British, people. 

He will not:-have to lament any. falling
